of retribution in the next. . We can not 
indeed without a degree of abfurdity pre- 
dicate that of any being, with, or with- 
out which, he could not be that being. 
we cannot, ftricly {peaking, reafon any 
thing of a God, who is not juft, or of a 
Man who is not free, becaufe, without 
thefe qualities, they would be neither 
God nor Man, but nonentities, of which 
nothing could be affirmed or denied. It 
is therefore of little moment. to obferve 
that ‘ without phy/ical hoerty, man would 
be a machine acted upon by mechanical 


fprings, having no principle of motion in 


himfelf, or command over events; and, | 


therefore, incapable of all merit and de- 
merit ;” when in fa&t he would not be, 
what he is, a man. and confequently 
this is really faying nothing about him, 
as fuch. All that this mode of rea- 
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foning can) effect, is to involve error in 


_grofs and, palpable abfurdity. to thew the 


falfhood, of .premifes,, fromthe. folly of 
conclufions; and expofe the nakednefs of 


deduétions which arife from falfe prin- 


ciples, and fallacious pofitions. Of this 
kind are the Sovererguty of God, as the 
ground of ¢lection and reprobation. and 
the divine right of jurifdiGtion in one 


man, or the uulimited fupremacy of a 


bedy of men, over a community ; which 
is the ground of Tyranny on one hand, 
and Slavery on the other. both which 
dotrines artfully, or erroneoufly confider 
man as being what he is not; a mecha- 
nical Being, to be only acted upon by an 
extraneous power; and not. poffeffed of 


the {elf-determining, felf-ruling powers 


of civil and moral liberty. whereas, on 


the contrary, from the equity of the di- 


vine nature and laws, we demonftrably 


conclude mankind to be both rational 


and 
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and free. as from the equality of their 


condition in a ftate of nature, we infer 
with equal certainty, that the notion of : ; 
hereditary and indefefible right of Princes, a 
or Parliaments is no lefs abfurd and ridi- i 
culous. For, as it is the ofice in which 
the power refides, and not the officer ; 
and all civil offices in the State are either 
immediately delegated, or inherited con- 
ditionally, and by compact with the 
people; it follows that thefe official 
powers can never lawfully a@ againit, 
much lefs fubvert thofe rights from which 
they are derived, and by which they 
fubfitt. the power delegating muft ever 
remain fuperior to that delegated. as the 


fountain is always above the ftream. nor, 


in the courfe of nature, can the ftream 


revert upon, and bury its parent fource. 


.No more can a community of indivi- 


duals poffeiling no power over each other, 


depute-a power unlimited, .over all. or &

if driven, or feduced to fach an ad of 


political frenzy and fuicide, it could not 
be binding upon them, as men, who had 
divefted themfelves of the character, by 


giving up the unalienable privileges of 


their nature. for we can no more, as 
men, be confidered without civil or moral 
liberty, than as quadrupeds, and without 
the powerof fpeech. It is reafon, and 
moral freedom that make us men, more 
than the outward figure, and diftinguith us 


moft from the brute creation, It is liberty 


7 therefore, as you juttly obferve, that is 


the “ firft privilege and glory of Man’s 
nature.” his moral rectitude, which can, 
only arife from his moral freedom, is the | 
true image of his Maker. To this faint 
tranfcript of the Divine Perfection, in his. 
heart, the laws of heaven appeal. and the | 
felf-governing power of the mind, affent- 
ing, and approving, gives them their 
fanétion and obligation.
